Two of the seven companies covered

were small concerns which produced
thelr own mllk supply. The cost of
producing the milk for these com-

panies In 1920 was 8.9 cents per quart,
which 1s very simllar to the price paid
for milk by the larger concerns,

One of the Items of cost which has
attracted most attention among stu-
tdents of the millk business Is the so-
called “bottle loss,” The depart-
ment's study Indleates that for the
compunies covered In Columbus this
Item ranges from one-tenth to two-
tenths of a cent per quart.

Great difficulty was experienced in
getting any satisfactory information
concerning the shrinkage which takes
place In the handling and delivery of
milk, but according to the best data
avallable this ltéem amounts to be-
tween 2.8 per cent and 5.5 per cent of
the total volume of milk.

Columbus Is a elty of 247,081 popula-
tion, which Is reported to consume
about 27,000,000 quarts of milk per an-
num. This milk is supplled by over
2000 producers, from 10 diferent couns
ties, and Is transported to Columbus
from a territory having a radius of
35 miles. Conditlons appear to be
